At the close of the review the troops 
were drawn up in front of the King, 
who addressed the officers as follows: 
“T wish to convey to all ranks the high 
satisfaction it has given me to see this 
plendid contingent from India. I al- 
most feared, owing to my serious in- 
ness, that I would be prevented from 
having the advantage of seeing you, 
but I am glad to say that by God's 
mercy I am well again. I recognize 
among you many of the regiments I 
had the advantage of seeing at Delhi 
during my tour of India. I hope the 
contingent has enjoyed its stay in 
England, and that all may return in 
safety to their homes. I wish you to 
convey these sentiments to all ranks 
of your commands.”

Paris, and will visit Rome before re- 
turning to London in September. He 
will not discuss the work of the im- 
perial conference, but it is an open 
secret that he has exerted a decisive 
influence in keeping the colonies out 
of what he calls the “vortex of Euro- 
pean armaments.” 

There was, without dobut, a vigorous 
effort on the part of Mr. Chamberlain 
to concentrate attention on this sub- 
ject as the most available ground for 
common action, but there has been a 
complete failure to commit colonies to 
the costly policy of military and naval 
defense of the empire. This question, 
apart from the increase in the Aus- 
tralian naval contingent, remains 
where it was, and the question of ship 
subsidies has not en out of 
the hands of the colonial ministers in- 
terested in working out p.ans for a 
fast mall service on the Atlantic and 


Pacific. 

Preferential trade is virtually re- 
manded to the serious consideration 
of the British and colonial govern- 
ments and taxpayers. It has been 
recommended, cautiously and ten- 
tatively, without the bounds of ex- 
isting tariff arrangements. Mr. Sed- 
don will not accompany Premier Bar- 
ton to America and Canada, having 
changed his plans. Mr. Fielding will 
remain a week longer in London, but 
Mr. Patterson, Mr. Mulock and the 
other Canadian ministers are prepar- 
ing to return.

NEW YORKERS LOSE MONEY. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.)

Fatal Flaw in Warrani 
of Arrest. 


Reasons Given by Judge for 
Order{ng the Discharg: 
of Prisoners. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

QUEBEC, Aug. 13.—Col. John F. Gay- 
nor and Capt. Benjamin D. Greene 
scored a decisive victory today in their 
fight inst extradition to the Unitea 
States, where they are wanted in con- 
nection with alleged frauds in harbor 
work for the Federal government, in- 
volving millions of dollars. Judge Ca- 
ron, in the Superior Court, discharged 
the prisoners from the castody of Sher- 
iffs Langelier of Quebec and Valee of 
Montreal, in whose official care they 
have been since their sensational arres: 
in Quebec last May. 

A large number of the prisoners’ 

ends were in the courtroom, and they 

tily congratulated tne two men 
upon their release. Col. Gaynor ana 
Capt. Greene left the courtroom soon 
after Judge Caron had concluded, and 
proceeded to the Chateau Frontenac. 
Col. Gaynor, who is suffering from 
rheumatism, setired to his room It is 
understood that the United Sta kov- 
ernment will institute new proceed- 
ings for extradition, but up to a late 
hour no step had been taken by coun- 
sel representing the Washington au- 
thorities. 
Judge Caron, who spoke, in French, 
occupied about two hoursfin deliver- 
ing his judgment. In reviewing the le- 
wal proceedings since the arrest of the 
two prisoners, he ted out that their 
counsel had ra an important ques- 
tion to the effect that the warrant 
sued by Magistrate La Fontaine was u- 
legal, on the ground that it did no 
contain the date nor the year in which 
the alleged offense had been committed. 
He could not presume when the of- 
fense was committed, and it may have 
been previous to the signing of thetreaty 
between the United States and Great 
Britain, and if go the accused could 
not be held, as the treaties had no re- 
troactive effect. 
“According to a deposition made in 
Montreal by Mr. Erwin, counsel for the 
United States, in May last, continued 
Judge Caron, “accused were charged 
with fraud committed on or about Jan- 
crime 


ceiving money under false pretenses, 
was only included in the treaty of 1900. 
This was fatal to the prosecution, ana 
the warrant issued by Judge La Fon- 
taine was defective, as the offense in- 
cluded therein did not fall under the 
extradition treaty: consequently the ar- 
rest was illegal, and the accused must 
be set at liberty.”

his decision Judge Caron conę — 
follows: 

“Considering that the warrant in vir- 
tue of which the petitioners are 
tain contains no date of the com- 
mission of the „ whereof the pe- 
titioners are accused; considering that 
in virtue of the treaties of extradition 


| existing between Great Britain and the 


United States, it is positively provided 
that these treaties shall have no ret- 
foactive effect, on offenses committed 
before their passage. Considering that 
the allegation of the date of the com- 
mission of the offense is in consequence 
essential to give jurisdiction of the 
commissioner to iasue a warrant of ar- 
rest; considering, furthermore, that it 
is not alleged in the warrant that the 
offense for which said warrant has 
been issued is one of the criminal char- 
acter punishable by the laws of both 
countries, which is a condition required 
by the last paragraph of the first ar- 
ticle of the treaty of 1890; consider 
that the information, indictments 
true bills, and all documents produced 
for the issue of the warrant show that 
the offense- of which the titiones 
are charged, and for which they would 
have to stand their trials in the United 
States should extradition be granted 
are not within the terms of the treaties 
of extradition between Great Britain

Americans are in the habit of 
boesting about the postoffice system 
of this country, and some suppose 
that it is without a peer. This, 
however, ig not the case. although 
the American Postoffice Department is 


tal business is still far behind that 
of the leading European nations, 
both in variety of service and in 
cheapness. In only one line are we 
in the lead. That is in the low postal 
rates for newspapers and paper-cov- 
ered books—“second-class matter.” 

These facts are brought out in an 
article by James L. Cowles, on the 
postoffice and its possibilities, in Way- 
land’s Monthly. He also refers to the 
fact that Congressman Henry of Con- 
necticut introduced in the last Con- 
gress a bill which would work quite 
a revolution in our postal syster. 
It provided for the reclassification of 
postal matter, the reduction of postal 
rates, the establishment of a parcels 
post, with free collection and delivery 
of the mails, house to house, through- 
out the whole territory of the United 
States of America, the insurance of 
all mail matter, and for the establish- 
ment of a postal currency, for the 
payment of small sums by mail. The 
proposed tolls for the parcels post 
would be from 1 cent for parcels 
not weighing over one pound, to 2 
cents for parcels weighing between 
seventy-five pounds and 100 pounds, 
and for each additional twenty pounds, 
5 cents. 

One of the most important features 
of the proposed reform is the exten- 
sion of the free-delivery system. 80 
that every resident in the United 
States would be covered by it. In 
Great Britain this has been the case 
for fifty years or more, but then, 
England is a much smaller country 
than the United States, and much more 
thickly settled. In a recent report, 
Postmaster-General Smith made an es- 
timate of the probable savings of the 
people through the adoption of free 
delivery.

A timely and valuable publication 
has been received from J. M. Wilson, 
the expert in charge of United States 
irrigation investigations at the Uni- 
versity of California. It is a book of 
334 pages, profusely illustrated. 
lasued by the Office of Experiment 
Stations of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and is known as 
Bulletin 104. It gives a report of the 
irrigation investigations of the United 
States Department of Agriculture for 
the past year, containing a statement 
of work done by the department along 
several important lines, prominent 
among which are the studies of the 
duty of water, seepage and evapora- 
tion, sediment in canals and reser- 
voirs, pumping for irrigation, water 
administration, irrigation in humid 
climates and methods of measuring 
and registering the flow of water 
from weirs and other flumes. 

Among sections reported upon are 
portions of New Mexico, Arizona, Cal- 
ifornia, Nevada, Utah, Nebraska, 
Wyoming, Idaho, Washington and 
Montana. The report regarding Cal- 
ifornia is confined to the duty of 
water under the Gage Canal, at River- 


civil engineer. In reference to the 
greatly increased value given to land 
in this section by bringing water 
upon it, Mr. Irving says: 

“The lands planted in the year 


1890 to navel oranges have changed 


ownership during the last two years at 
the rate of $1800 per acre. Lands 
planted during the year 1898 changed 
ownership a few days ago at $1000 
per acre. From these prices, actually 
paid in the transfers, one can fairly 
estimate general prices prevailing at 
the present time. 
“In the case where water is sold 
or transferred in the form of stock 
in the Gage Canal, exclusive of land. 
its value has fluctuated between 5500 
and $1250 per inch, or in acreage 
value between $100 and $250 per acre, 
where one inch to 5 acres is assumed 
as the duty of water. Assuming, then, 
this later sum cf $250 per acre as the 
real value of 
present time, the lands without water 
would be rated at $150 per acre, but, 
as a matter of fact, there seems to 
be some ‘magic’ about the applica- 
tion of water to lands, as the value 
of the whole (land and water) is 
much greater than the sum of the 
. Good lands, without expecta- 
tion of supply of water, can be pur- 
chased in our territory for 820 per 
acre. The same lands under the flow 
of some ono or other of the canals, 
and with the prospect of purchasing 
a water right, are held at $100 per 
acre. The same after acquiring a wa- 
ter right. say, at $250 per acre, or 
$1250 per inch, would be held at $450 
per acre. Some lands during the past 
year under the Gage Canal have 
been transferred at the rate of 3600 
per acre, the only improvements 
over a ‘state of nature’ being a 
Water right’ and a system of distri- 
bution carrying the water in pipes 
to each ten-acre lot.” 


-. OF IRRIGATION. 

An interesting census report has 
just been issued, showing the progress 
in agriculture in the arid States and 
Territories, during the decade ending 
with 1899. This report is of special 
interest just now, in view of the fact 
that the country has entered upon an 
era of national irrigation. According 
to this report, the number of irriga- 
tors in the United States in 1899, not 
including irrigators of rice, was 108,- 
218, an dncrease in ten years of 99.9 
per cent. The area irrigated was 
7,639,545 acres, an increase of 107.6 
per cent. Of this area, 5,944,412 acres 


‘were in crops, and 1,595,133 acres in 


pasture and unmatured crops. The cost 


of irrigation systems in operation, ex- 
clusive of those on rice plantations, 


the irrigated crops was $86,860,491. 
The total length of all the main 

ditches in the arid and semi-arid 

States and Territories was 44,149 


miles. 


The average number of irrigated 
acres in farms in arid States and Ter- 
ritories was 71; the average value of 
irrigated land per acre, $42.53; the av- 


erage value of crops produced on le- 


rigated land, $14.81: the average firet 
cost of water, $7.80: the average an- 
nual cost of maintenance, $0.28. Of 
the 5,711,965 acres in crops, hay and 
forage occupied 3,665,654, or 64.2 per 
cent.; cereals, 1,399,709, or 24.5 per 
cent.; vegetables, 168,432. or 2.9 per 
dent.: orchard fruits, 251,289, or 1.4 
per cent.; other crops, 226,881, or 4.0 
per cent. The value of the hay and 
forage was $34,834,966; cereals, 811. 
338,326; vegetables, $9,627,491: or- 
chard fruits, $8,920,409; other crops, in- 
cluding sub-tropical fruits, grapes, 
flowers, plants, sugar bects, etc., 
$16,712,246. 

In California, the number of irriga- 
tors increased from 13,732 in 1889 to 
25.675 in 1899, or 87.0 per cent., an‘ 
the number of acres irrigated from 
1,004,233 to 1,446,114, or 44.0 per cent 
The average value of farm land per 
acre was 321.87, of irrigated land. 
$89.19. The ditches in operation for 
irrigation purposes in 1899 had a 
length of 5166 miles; cost, $12,865,012. 
There were 152,506 acres irrigated from 
wells. The irrigated area in crops 
wes 1,198,178 acres, yielding products 
valued at $32,975,361. The area irri- 
gated in pasture was 287,694 acres. 

A special to The Times from Wash 
ington states that, shortly after send- 
ing the irrigation bill to the Presi- 
dent, Congress passed a resolution au- 
thorizing the Director of the Census 
to compile statjstics relating to irri- 
gation for the crop year of 1902.

TO CORN BEEF (An Old Virginia Recipe.) 


Kub the round or brisket well all over with a mixture of nine parts of common salt and one 
part of saltpetre, powdered. Work in the mixture until the meat will absorb no more and the powder 
lies dry upon every part of the surface. Set, covered, in the cellar for twenty-four hours, when repeat 
the rubbing with more dry salt and saltpetre. Wait for another twenty-four hours, then put into a 
get very cold: 

To five gallons of water allow one gallon of salt, four ounces of saltptre and one and a half 
pounds of brown sugar. 

Leave in the brine for a week; take it out, wipe it dry, rub again with the alt and agen 
and put back into the brine. | 


Should the latter be inthe least musty or unsavory, prepare another supply and cover the beet 


Weigh pound for pound with the sugar, and pack in layers in a porcelain-lined or agate- 
steel-plated preserving kettle. Set at the side of the range until the sugar melts. Then boil for twenty- 
five minutes fast! Take up the berries with a perforated ladle, spread upon broad platters and set in 
the hottest sunshine you can find while you boil the syrup down to one-third the original quan- 
tity. Strain and skim; 
to the brim, and seal while hot. 

RAS PBERRY OR STRAWBERRY JELLY 


Put the berries over the fire in a stone jar set in a kettl: of cold water. Cover, bring to a boil 
and cook until the berries are broken and hot all tHrough. Strain and press through a double cheese- 
cloth bag. Measure this juice and return to the fire in a preserving kettle. To each pint of juice allow 
a teaspoonful of lemon juice—strained (to induce jellying). 

Wenn out your sugar—granulated—a pound for each pint of juice—and set in the oven in open 
pans, stirring now and then, that it may not burr. Boil the juice fast twenty minutes after the boil 
begins, and turn the sugar into the kettle, without taking the latter from the fire. Stir until the sugar

RECORD CATCH OF THE. SEASON 
MADE YESTERDAY. 
Remarkable Rush of the Gamy Sea- 
hounds. Tuesday Afternoon, With 
Hordes of Fiying-fish Going Before— 
‘Some of the Catches. 
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AVALON, Aug. 18. —Exeitement and 
sport were afforded this morning by an 
immense school of tuna which made ite 

appeargmce clase in shore about 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. Of course 
their coming was entirely irreguiar and 
there are some of the old timers who 
are inclined to find fault because their 
future prophecies will carry less weigh. 
they having stated positively tha: 
tuna would not show up agafh this 
year; just as in the spring they con- 
sidered it foolish to go after them 0 
early in the season, until Col. Stearns 
took a day off, came over and brought 
one in as an object lesson. 

The best description of the game yes- 
terday is given by Mrs. J. J. Tayior, 
who, with Mr. Taylor ad Dr. and Mrs. 
W. N. Vilas all from El Paso, Tex., was 
out with Jim Gardner for a pleasure 
ride in the cool of the afternoon, when 
they came on the advancing army of 
sourrying flying fish that was followed 
by their enemy, the tuna. 

It was off Pebbly beach that -they 
ran onto the immense school and in 
an Instant were surrounded by thous- 
ands of the leaping ocean greyhounis. 

Gardner moaned something about 
having no tackle and then burst into 
a flood of tears thereby threatening'to 
extinguish the sparker of his engine, 
even if he did not swamp the launch. 

In this emergency Mr. Taylor took 
command of the craft and turning its 
head for Avalon put on full steam—or 
gas—and as they approached shore all 
ds choroused the refrain of “Tuna, 
ot a fying fish or even a smelt could 
be had for love or money to be used as 
bait, but Gardner, who, by this time 
had somewhat regained his composure 
and turned off his salt-water works, 
was equal to the emergency and seizing 
a yellowjail off a rack commanded ex- 
Captain Taylor to head out to sea while 
he cut strips from the sides of the 
yellowtail and sewed them into a shape 
somewhat resembling a flying fish. 

Just as they reached the advance 
guard of flying fish one of them f 
across the boat, knocking off Dr. 
Vllas's hat in passing. When the 
extemporized bait was ready the ladies 
perched themselves on the bow out of 
harm's way from the fishermen, but 
exposed to the splashes of water from 
the rushing tuna on all sides. 

Taylor has been coming here for eight 
Seasons without capturing a tuna but- 
ton, and he was therefore given the 
first show, and inside of three minutes 
from the time he cast the mock bait he 
had a strike that made the handle of 
his reel wistle away up in the falsetto. 

They were oppogite the pavilion when 
the strike was made, but they were 
off Seal Rocks, and it was two hours 
and thirty minutes later at the finish. 
When the tuna was finally landed it 
was found that the shark had cap- 
tured nearly a halt, and without the 
missing portion the scales could not be 
persuaded to tip the requisite 100 pounds 
to secure a button. A committee from

The story told by Mrs. Taylor was 
very like the experiences of several 
others, only some did and some did not 
bring their fish to gaff. 

A. G. Wilkes of Los Angeles was one 
of tne latter. He, with Clyde Carmen 
of Qakland, were out with the Lolland 
unprepared with suitable bait for tuna. 
The flying fish were so thick in the air 
that he butted tbree of them back into 
tne water with an oar, but before he 
cou'd secure them they had been seized 
by hungry tuna. Finally they secured 
some on Pebbly Beach, where they haz 
been chased +s | thelr pursuers, and then 
Mr. Wilkes 1 nine strikes, each re- 
sulting in a broken line. One held on 
for an hour and eighteen minutes, but 
made its escape in the end. ‘ 

The most fortunate fisherman was 
Ernest E. Ford, secretary ef the Ciene- 
guita Copper Company, Phoenix, Ariz., 
who was out with\Harry Elms, and se- 
cured a tuna weighing 174 pounds, the 
operation requiring but twenty min- 
utes.

ERS, SAYS PROF. M’GARVEY. 


Farther of Canvention to Be: 


Spiritual, Intellectual and Social— 
Efforts to Bring the Seat National

SANTA MONICA. Aug. 13.— With 


today’s session of the Christian con- 
vention closed all the business, and 
from this time on until the close of 
the convention, Sunday, the meetings 
will be entirely spiritual, intellectual 
and social.

The critics 
deny that Moses wrote the first five 
books of the Bible, but Jesus em- 


phatically indorses Moses and his writ-

EATH BY SHOTGUN 
} POMONA MAN’S END. 


CAPT. 8. N. LANDON DELIBER- 
ATELY TAKES HIS LIFE. 
Third Time in à Month Suicide is 
Committed in the Community—Men- 

_ tally Deranged from Suffering That 
Brought 


POMONA, Aug. 13.—The third eu- 
cide which has stirred this community 
in the past month was accomplished 
this morning, when Capt. 8. N. Lan- 
don, who had lived here over ten years, 
in a fit of despondency induced by 
chrohic kidney trouble and insomaia, 
seated himself upon the floor of his 
bedroom at his home on , Lexington 
avenue, placed the muzzle of 
a shotgun in his mouth, 
and pulled the trigger. The 
weapon made a horrible wound and 
death was doubtiess instantaneous. 
His wife was in the kitchen, and be- 
ing deaf, thought the report of the gun 
to be a slamming door. The remains 
were taken to Patterson's undertaking 

For a month the deceased had been 
extremely nervous and had suffered 
considerably, sometimes vaguely 
serting that h& was tired of life, but 
no one imagined he contemplated this 
awful manner of death, He was 78 
years old and rticipated in the Mex- 
ican and Civil wars. He was City 
Trustee for four years, and was a 
past master in the Masonic fraternity. 
Funeral services will be conducted at 
the house tomorrow afternoon by Rev. 
H. W. Knickerbocker. Pomona Lodge, 
F. and A. M., of which deceased was 
a member, will meet In Masonic Hall 
at 1:30 p.m., tomorrow, and proceed in 
a body to the cemetery, where the Ma- 
sonic burial service will be conducted. 

The Coroner held an inquest this 
afternoon, and the verdict was “sul- 
cide while mentally deranged.”
